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During  the  first  quarter  of  FY'98,  the  newly  formed  Committee  for  the  Public  Library 
actively  lobbied  residents  on  behalf  of  the  Newburyport  Public  Library  to  gain  support 
for  a proposed  $6.8  million  debt  exclusion  question  on  the  November  ballot  which 
asked  voters  to  approve  the  bonding  for  the  long  awaited  public  library  renovation  and 
addition  project.  Nearly  two  hundred  volunteers  worked  on  the  campaign  under  the 
leadership  of  Barry  Connell  and  Ed  Molin.  On  November  4,  1 997,  Newburyport  voters 
approved  the  library  debt  exclusion  question  by  57%,  winning  in  every  ward. 
Concurrently,  fundraising  in  the  private  sector  was  launched  by  major  donations  to  the 
Friends  of  the  Library  drive  to  raise  $1  million  toward  the  total  project  cost.  The 
Friends'  organization  contributed  to  its  own  campaign  by  holding  a very  successful 
book  sale  which  resulted  in  a donation  of  $22,000  to  the  group's  building  fund. 

While  involved  in  the  extraordinary  issues  of  campaigning,  fundraising  and 
implementing  a building  project,  the  Newburyport  Public  Library  continued  to  offer  its 
traditional  library  services  and  to  implement  change  when  warranted.  In  response  to  a 
public  survey  during  the  previous  fiscal  year,  the  library  extended  its  service  hours  to 
Sunday  afternoons.  On  an  average,  one  hundred  fifty-nine  people  used  the  library  each 
Sunday  between  October  19  and  May  17.  The  additional  hours,  which  were  well 
received  and  appreciated  by  library  users,  will  continue  into  the  next  fiscal  year  due  to 
the  support  of  the  Mayor,  the  Library  Board  of  Directors  and  the  City  Council.  The  goal 
of  expanded  internet  access  became  a reality  during  this  fiscal  year  with  the  installation 
of  a new  communications  hub  which  allows  access  to  the  internet  and  to  multiple 
databases  provided  by  the  Merrimack  Valley  Library  Consortium,  and  the 
Massachusetts  Library  Information  Network  via  personal  computers  instead  of  limited 
dumb  terminals.  With  the  purchase  of  two  personal  computers,  internet  access  is  now 
provided  on  three  public  computers  and  on  two  operated  by  the  library  staff.  Another 
technical  advancement  was  the  introduction  of  the  library's  web  page.  Volunteer  web 
master,  Lorraine  James,  with  the  assistance  of  Reference  Librarian,  Marianne  Savage, 
designed  a web  page  which  provides  current  information  about  the  library  and  links  to 
many  other  internet  sights.  Organizationally,  there  was  prescribed  change  within  the 
regional  structure  of  Massachusetts  public  libraries.  The  Northeast  Massachusetts 
Regional  Library  System  replaced  the  Eastern  Massachusetts  Regional  Library  System 
which  served  library  communities  for  over  thirty  years.  The  new  regional  system  divides 
the  state  into  six  cooperatives,  which  for  the  first  time  includes  private  and  academic 
libraries.  This  arrangement  provides  the  Newburyport  Public  Library  users  with  formal 
and  electronic  access  to  a variety  of  library  holdings;  and  to  library  management,  the 
benefits  of  cooperative  purchasing  and  planning. 

Library  services  were  enhanced  by  the  expansion  of  the  Friends  of  the  Library 
museum  pass  program.  The  Friends  added  the  Boston  Children's  Museum  and  the 
Peabody  Essex  Museum  to  the  already  popular  program  of  providing  passes  to  library 
users  for  entrance  into  the  Museum  of  Fine  Arts,  the  Isabella  Stewart  Gardner  Museum, 
the  Museum  of  Science,  the  Aquarium,  and  the  Portsmouth  Children's  Museum.  With  the 
addition  of  a part-time  assistant  in  the  Children's  Room,  the  library  now  has  ability  to 
offer  an  increased  number  and  a better  variety  of  children's  programs.  Consequently, 
attendance  at  children's  programs  rose  30%  over  that  of  the  previous  year's.  Of 
particular  interest  is  our  "Mother  Goose  Time"  for  children  ages  1 8 months  to  3 years 
old  and  a Creative  Writing  Program  for  grades  4-6. 

The  fiscal  year  ends  on  a hopeful  note  as  the  State  House  of  Representatives  and 
the  Senate  are  near  agreement  on  a supplemental  budget  that  will  partially  fund  the 
Newburyport  Public  Library  Building  Project.  Now  #10  on  the  state  waiting  list  for 
Massachusets  Public  Library  Construction  funds,  the  library  is  anticipating  the  receipt  of 
a $2.1  million  state  grant  that  will  help  defray  the  cost  of  the  renovation  of  and 
addition  to  the  current  facility. 

With  the  support  of  city  officials,  the  Library  Board  of  Directors,  the  library  staff, 
the  Friends  of  the  Library,  the  library  volunteers,  the  voters  and  the  private  donors,  the 
Newburyport  Public  Library  has  made  significant  progress  in  its  quest  to  secure  its 
future  and  preserve  its  past.

To  Her  Honor  the  Mayor  and  Members  of  the  City  Council; 

The  Department  of  Pubhc  Works  currently  maintains  two  city  cemeteries,  nine  city  parks,  four  school 
grounds,  five  athletic  fields,  and  three  himdred  seventy-eight  streets  and  sidewalks. 

The  summer  schedule  includes  the  setup  for  Yankee  Homeconung,  the  cleanup  for  numerous  public  events 
for  the  downtown,  pickup  of  trash  in  the  city  parks,  and  assisting  the  Parks  Commission  with  park 
unprovements. 

The  fall  schedule  includes  a citywide  leaf  pickup  program,  the  setup,  cleanup  and  assistance  with  several 
fairs  run  by  the  Newburyport  Chamber  of  Commerce  and  the  final  mowing  of  parks,  cemeteries  and 
athletic  fields. 

During  the  winter  the  Department  is  responsible  for  plowing,  removing  snow  and  chemically  treating  three 
hundred  seventy-eight  streets  that  conqjrise  Newburyport’s  roadway  system. 

The  spring  schedule  begins  with  a citywide  cleanup  of  roadways,  painting  of  crosswalks,  and  line  striping. 
A cleanup  of  Plum  Island  beaches  and  setup  of  lifeguard  stations  begins.  The  tree/leaf  compost  facility  is 
opened  and  operated  at  this  time.  The  maintenance  and  mowing  of  city  parks,  schools,  and  cemeteries 
begins. 

This  past  year  the  Department  paved  partially  or  completely  a total  of  22  streets. 

The  normal  day-today  operation  consists  of  the  following: 

Maintenance  of  sixteen  hundred  catch  basins 
Prunmg,  trimming,  and  removal  of  city  trees 
Burials  and  related  work  in  the  City  cemeteries 
Maintaining  city  roads  and  sidewalks 

Maintaining  and  repainng  vehicles  for  pohce,  fire,  emergency  management,  water  and  sewer  departments 

Repair  and  and/or  replacement  of  city  street  signs 

Provide  a city  carpenter 

Provide  daily  maintenance  of  business  area

To  Her  Honor  the-Mayor  and  Members  of  the  City  Council: 

The  Newburyport  Jfarbor  Commission  is  delegated  with  the  responsibilities  of  regulating  and  managing 
the  harbor  of  Newburyport  as  directed  by  the  ordinances  of  Newburyport  Code  and  Department  of 
Environmental  Protection  under  the  authority  of  M.G.L.  c.  91  A,  and  Massachusetts  Coastal  Zone 
Management  Program. 

In  the  course  of  our  duties  over  the  past  year,  we  have  been  working  closely  with  the  Department  of  the 
Army  Corps  of  Engineers  regarding  the  proposed  dredging  of  the  entrance  channel  of  the  Merrimac. 

We  have  made  recommendations  that  have  resulted  in  surveys  by  the  SHOALS  system  (a  helicopter-based  laser 
survey  system),  and  we  anticipate  dredging  to  begin  in  Spring  of  1999. 

Our  Mooring  subcommittee  has  worked  with  the  Harbormaster  in  redesigning  the  mooring  field  at  the  central 
waterfront . Together  we  are  instituting  a 3 year,  rotating  mooring  inspection  program  which  will 
include  setting  standards  for  mooring  tackle.  The  Harbor  Commission  is  currently  evaluating  the  mooring  and 
dock  fee  schedule,  and  will  make  recommendations  to  the  City  Council  in  Spring  1999. 

During  the  Spring  of  1998,  we  reviewed  three  proposals  for  Watersheet  Review.  One  was  for  an  expansion  of  a 
marina,  the  other  two  were  for  private  docks.  All  were  approved  with  special  conditions  attached. 

The  Commission  submitted  a letter  to  the  state  with  concerns  regarding  the  Chapter  91  license  request  for  the 
Newburyport  Inn  and  Conference  Center.  The  letter  addressed  concerns  regarding  accessability  to  the  commercial 
fish  pier  at  the  Central  Waterfront. 

The  Harbor  Commission  has  been  working  on  long-range  plans  for  the  Central  Waterfront  and  Cashman 
Park  to  improve  both  fecilities  and  maximize  use  by  commercial  and  recreational  boaters  alike. 

At  the  present  time,  there  are  7 members  and  1 alternate  member  of  the  commission.

The  Board  of  Water  Commissioners  put  the  new  March’s  Hill  Water  Tower 
in  service  this  past  fiscal  year.  In  addition,  construction  of  a 9,200’  dedicated 
16”  water  line  commenced  along  High  Street.  This  line  will  link  our  two  storage 
towers  so  that  water  pressure  and  volume  will  be  constant  throughout  the  system. 

This  work  is  also  being  done  now,  in  anticipation  of  the  proposed  High  Street 
Rebuilding  Project.  We  hope  to  re-new  all  of  our  existing  equipment  along  this 
street  prior  to  this  major  street  rehabilitation. 

The  Newburyport  Water  Works  is  responsible  for  providing  all  City  residents, 
a small  section  of  Oldtown,  in  Newbury,  and  West  Newbury  with  a clean,  safe, 
economical,  and  plentiful  water  source.  We  endeavor  to  meet  this  challenge  each 
and  every  day  despite  the  advent  of  increased  Federal  and  State  guidelines  and 
requirements,  most  of  which  are  un-flmded  mandates.  We  are  here  to  work 
for  you.

The  Newburyport  Sewer  Department  operates  approximately  seventy  five  miles  of  sewer 
mains,  sixteen  lift  stations  and  a 3.4  MGD  secondary  activated  sludge  treatment  plant 
called  the  Wastewater  Treatment  Facility  (WWTF).  In  Fiscal  Year  1998  (FY98),  an 
average  of  3.14  MGD  of  sewerage  flow  was  pumped  and  treated  at  the  WWTF  for  a total 
treated  volume  of  1.14  billion  gallons.  A significant  portion  of  this  flow  was  due  to  the 
June  1998  rain  event.  Our  NPDES  permit  requires  removals  for  BOD  and  TSS  of  85%, 
v^th  a maximum  concentration  in  the  effluent  of  30  mg/1  (or  30  parts  per  million)  on  an 
average  monthly  basis.  The  WWTF  routinely  removed  93%  or  greater  of  these  potential 
pollutants,  for  an  effluent  concentration  of  BOD  routinely  below  20  mg/1  and  an  effluent 
concentration  of  TSS  routinely  below  13  mg/1,  as  shown  on  the  table  below:

This  Department  responded  to  131  sewer  calls  in  FY97,  a decrease  of  16%  over  FY97. 
We  also  responded  to  1 odor  complaint,  a decrease  of  50%  from  FY97  and  a decrease  of 
96%  from  FY96. 

We  received,  approved  and  inspected  the  construction  of  65  new  connections  to  the 
system  from  24  separate  areas  of  the  City.

This  department  continues  to  operate  under  its  Capital  Plan  which  is  updated  annually 
and  is  separated  into  immediate,  1 year,  2 year,  3 year  and  5 year  increments.  This  plan  is 
consistent  with  the  City's  Vision  Statement  of  maintaining  and  improving  the  City's 
infrastructure  to  meet  the  needs  of  the  rate  payers  while  simultaneously  operating  our 
infrastructure  in  the  most  efficient  manner  possible. 

Finally,  this  department  undertook  significant  projects  in  FY97  including  an  Odor 
Evaluation  Study  at  the  WWTF  leading  to  design  and  construction  improvements  in 
FY99;  composting  (recycling)  of  our  sludge,  saving  substancial  funds  from  this  line  item; 
design  of  replacement  of  4 lift  stations  (obtain  0%  interest  loan  for  construction);  EPA- 
approved  industrial  pretreatment  limits;  various  improvements  at  the  WWTF;  cleaning  of 
the  major  sewer  interceptors  (pipes);  initiate  changes  to  the  Department's  Sewer  Use 
Ordinance;  begin  creation  of  a departmental  safety  manual  and  spill  prevention, 
contingency  and  countermeasures  manual  (as  well  as  associated  training);  continuation  of 
the  Department's  Infiltration/Inflow  reduction  program;  obtain  financial  assistance  for 
low  income  rate  payers;  continuation  of  the  refiling  of  our  NPDES  permit;  intiate 
activities  to  bring  Geographic  Information  Systems  (GIS)  capabilities  to  the  City;  manage 
Storm  Drainage  study  being  performed  by  MVPC  and  funded  by  MHD;  assist  with  the 
Plum  Island  facilities  planning  project;  obtain  an  $100,000  grant  from  the  EPA;  increase 
the  Department  State-sponsored  rate  relief  by  over  150%;  make  presentations  at  DEP- 
sponsored  FOG  Reduction  seminars  around  the  State;  respond  to  the  6/98  rain  event,  and 
continue  the  safety/training  video  series  at  the  WWTF. 

This  department  serves  approximately  7,900  customers  and  stands  ready  and  able  to  serve 
each  of  them  as  well  as  answer  any  and  all  questions  and  comments  they  may  have.

The  Newburyport  Conservation  Commission  is  delegated  with  the  primary  responsibility 
of  administering  and  enforcing  the  Massachusetts  Wetlands  Protection  Act  (General 
Laws  Chapter  131,  Section  40),  and  for  the  administration  of  the  Agricultural 
Preservation  Restriction  Program  within  the  City  of  Newburyport. 

In  the  performance  of  these  duties,  the  Commission,  over  the  course  of  23  public 
meetings,  conducted  public  hearings  on  36  Notices  of  Intent;  from  these  all  were 
approved  subject  to  appropriate  conditions  and  6 were  appealed.  The  Commission 
reviewed  45  Requests  for  Determination  of  Applicability  of  the  Wetlands  Protection  Act, 
issuing  39  Negative  Determinations,  3 Positive  Determinations,  2 were  withdrawn  and  1 
was  continued.  The  commission  issued  13  Extensions  of  the  Order  of  Conditions,  5 
Enforcement  Orders,  5 Certificates  of  Compliance,  1 Abbreviated  Notice  of  Intent,  and  5 
Enforcement  Orders  to  cease  and  desist  work  being  performed  without  proper  permits. 

In  addition  to  public  hearings,  there  were  46  applicants  appearing  before  the  Commission 
for  informal  discussions  on  various  properties  and  1 Emergency  Certification  of  a 
Limited  Project  was  issued.  The  Commission  also  issued  12  minor  amendments  to 
previous  approved  Order  of  Conditions. 

The  Conservation  Commission  has  generated  fimds  from  filing  fees  established  by  the 
Department  of  Environmental  Protection  (DEP).  As  established  by  legislation,  these 
fimds  have  been  placed  in  a separate  account  to  be  appropriated  only  for  conservation 
purposes.  The  fimds  could  be  used  for  consultants  as  the  need  arises  to  put  the 
administration  of  conservation  matters  on  a firmer  footing. 

At  the  present  time,  there  are  seven  members  of  the  Newburyport  Conservation 
Commission.

The  Newburyport  Planning  Board  is  delegated  with  the  responsibility  of  administering  Massachusetts 
General  Laws  Chapter  41  Section  81  A-GG;  Municipal  Planing  and  Subdivision  legislation  and  M.G.L. 
40  A,  the  adoption  of  Zoning  Ordinances  for  the  City  of  Newburyport.  The  establishment  of  Planning 
Boards  was  authorized  by  legislature  under  the  provisions  of  section  81 -A  of  M.G.L.,  Ch.  41.  Planning 
Boards  are  responsible  for  all  planning  functions  within  the  municipality. 

The  duties  of  the  Planning  board,  as  set  forth  in  the  1936  Act,  include  the  following; 

To  make  careful  studies; 

To  prepare  plans  of  resources,  possibilities  and  needs  of  the  city; 

To  report  annually  to  city  council  regarding  the  condition  of  the  city  or  town; 

To  act  as  park  commissioners  in  a town  so  authorized; 

To  make  a master  or  study  plan; 

To  have  an  official  map  prepared  if  authorized  by  city  council  or  town;  and 

To  review  and  submit  a report  regarding  the  layout,  alteration,  relocation  or  discontinuance  of 

public  ways. 

In  the  course  of  theses  duties  the  Planning  Board  held  22  Public  Meetings  in  1998.  Dunng  the  past  year 
the  Plarming  Board  conducted  two  public  hearings  for  Definitive  Plans,  of  the  two,  one  were  approved 
and  one  was  withdrawn  without  prejudice,  totaling  one  new  housing  lots.  The  Planning  Board  voted 
approval  on  15  Approval  Not  Required  (ANR)  plans,  which  created  seven  new  house  lots  and  established 
nine  lots  with  new  lot  lines.  The  Plarming  Board  voted  approval  on  three  plans  under  Section  VI-C  of 
the  Newburyport  Zoning  Ordinance,  which  allowed  87  new  housing  units.  The  Plarming  Board 
submitted  2 new  zoning  ordinance,  one  of  which  was  approved,  and  the  other  is  still  in  progress. 

The  Plarming  Board  generates  funds  from  filling  fees  established  under  Section  V of  the  Rules  and 
Regulations  for  the  Subdivision  of  Land  in  Newburyport,  as  well  as  requires  separate  fees  to  cover  costs 
of  legal  notices  and  technical  review,  in  accordance  with  M.G.L.  Chapter  44,  Section  53A-G. 

The  board  enjoys  a full  compliment  of  nine  members.  The  delegate  from  the  Plarming  Board  to  the  Soil 
Removal  Board  is  Daniel  Bowie.

The  Board  of  Health 
is  comprised  of  three  members  appointed  by  the  Mayor  to  three  year  staggered  terms.  The  Board 
of  Health  meets  the  last  Thursday  of  each  month  at  7:00  P.M.  in  the  City  Hall.  The  Board  is 
responsible  for  the  appointment  of  a Director  of  Public  Health  who  is  charged  with  the  day  to 
day  operations  of  the  department.  The  department  is  comprised  of  a Director,  Animal  Control 
Officer,  Wiring  Inspector,  Gas  Inspector,  Recycling  Coordinator  and  Sealer  of  Weights  and 
Measures. 

The  Board  of  Health  contracts  for  the  city’s  Public  Health  Nursing  Services,  Solid  Waste 
Collection  and  Disposal  and  Recycling  Program.  During  1998,  the  City  of  Newburyport  went 
out  to  bid  for  a new  solid  waste  disposal  contract.  The  low  bidder  was  Vining- Allied  Waste 
Services  of  Peabody,  MA.  Vining’ s bid  was  approximately  $60,000  per  year  less  then  the  last 
contract,  thereby  saving  the  city  a quarter  million  dollars  over  the  life  of  the  contract. 

The  Board  of  Health  in  conjunction  with  Anna  Jaques  Hospital’s  Home  Health  Care  Division 
conducted  eighteen  influenza  and  pneumonia  vaccination  clinics  during  1998.  Over  4,300 
residents  were  inoculated  free  of  charge  with  vaccine  procured  by  the  Board  via  State  and 
Federal  programs. 

The  Recycling  Program  received  a big  boost  with  the  award  of  $172,000  for  the  construction  of  a 
building  to  house  the  facility.  Construction  in  currently  ongoing,  with  a grand  opening  planned 
for  Earth  Day  1999.  As  an  adjunct  to  recycling,  the  Board  of  Health  conducted  a very  successful 
Household  Hazardous  Waste  Collection  Day  in  early  November.  This  collection  is  in 
cooperation  with  the  Town  of  West  Newbury,  and  is  held  at  the  D.P.W.  facility  in  Newburyport. 
The  Director  received  a letter  from  the  Merrimac  Valley  Planning  Commission  congratulating 
the  City  of  Newburyport  for  its  “model  household  hazardous  waste  collection  program”.
